Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-100 are allowed. Following is the Examiner's statement reason for allowance: 

None of the cited arts teaches or suggests, inter alia, "forming a barrier layer by selectively 
discharging a composition to at least a side surface of the opening" and "adding an inert element to 
the first insulating film"[to prevent solution constituents from entering the insulating film or reacting 
when a step using liquid, i.e., a wet step, is subsequently performed] as set for with the rest process 
steps in pending claims 1-6 of the invention.
